THE KE1ILEB EXECUTION. 


The result of the experimental execution 


of Kemler is likely to evolve a series ol 
legal complications in New York whioh will 
perhaps practically suspend capital punish 
ment in that State until the Legislature 
provides another way of putting criminal* 
to death. There ire now a number of sen- 
tences of death awaiting execution by the 
Dame process, and the probability is lh.it 
in all of these oaiea renewed attempts will 
be made to save the lives of the condemned 
on the groan 13 that death by electrocution 
is not only unusual but a cruel punish- 
ment. The same argument was urged un- 
successfully in behalf of Kemler. The 
result of the experiment on him, however, 
is likely to cause such an expression ol 
public opinion in opposilion to that mode 
of execution as peihaps to influence a 
reversal of the former decision. It is un- 
fortunate that such a botch was made of 
work^ at Auburn on Wednesday, for there 
is B/ery reason to believe that, notwith- 
standing the hideous and revolting details 
of tee execution, the condemned man'.- 
death wai pumlcss, aud that in fact hm 
consciousness terminated within an influs 
imal fraction of a second after connection 
of the futal fluid with his naked spine. 
This is tho opinion of the physicians and 
scientists who were present at the execu- 
tion and their conclusion was certainly cor- 
roborated by the absence of the slightent 
demonstration of suffering or pain by the 
condemned. The object of the law was to 
Insure instantaneous and paiuless death in 
the Infliction of capital punishment, and 
notwithstanding the accompanying inci- 
dents so snooting to the spectators, we 
believs that the object was attained, and 
that it was eo proten at the Auburn prison 
list Wednesday. 


SECTION 1. Every male citizen of tho 


NOMJNA- Umted States (not laboring under the dis- 


abilities named in this Constitution), of (he 
age of twenty-one years and upwards, who 
shall have actually and not constructively 
resided in the State six months, and in the 
district or county thirty days next preced- 
ing any election, shall be entitled to vote 
for all officers that now are, or hereafter 
may be elected by the people, and upon all 
questions submitted to the electors at such 
election; provided, that no person who baa 
been or may be convicted of treason or 
felony in any State or Territory of the 
United States, unless restored to civil 
rights, and no peraon who, after arriving at 
the age of eighteen years, shall ha.-e vol- 
untarily borne arms against the United 
States, or held civil or military office under 
the so-called Confederate States, or either 
of them, unless an amuesty be granted to 
such by 'the Federal Government, and no 
idiot or insana person shall be entitled to 
the privilege of an elector 


SEC. 2. For the purpose of voting, no 


person shall be deemed to have gamed or 
lost a residence by reason of his presence 
or absence wails employed in the service 
of the United Slates, nor while engaged in 
tho navigation of the waters of the Unitid 
States, or of the high seas; nor while a 
student of any seminary of learning; nor 
while kept at any almhouso or other asylum 
at public expense; nor while confined in 
any public prison. 


SEO. 3. The right of suffrage shall be 


eujojed by all parsons otherwise entit'ed to 
the same, who may be in the military, or 
naval service of the United States; pro- 
vided, the votea BO cast shall be made to 
apply to the county and township of which 
said voters were bona fine residents at the 
time of their enlistment, provided further, 
that the payment of a poll tax, or a regie* 
tration of saoh voters shall act be required 
as a condition to the right of voting. Pro- 
vision shall be made by law, regulating the 
manner of voting, holding elections, and 
making returns of such elections, wherein 
other provisions are not contained in this 
Constitution. 


SEC. 4. During the day on which any 


general election shall be held in this Slate, 
no qualified elector shall be arrested by 
virtue of any civil process 


SEO. 5. All elections by the people shall 


be by ballot, and all the elections by the 
Legislature or by either branch thereof, 
shall be viva voce. 


SEO 8. Provision shall be made by lair 


for the registration of the name of tho 
electors within the counties of which they 
may ba residents, and for the ascertain- 
ment by proper proofs of the persons who 
shall be entitled to the right of suffrage, as 
hereby established, to preserva the purity

and the Legislature shall have power to 
prescribe by law any other or farther rules 
or oaths aa may be deemed necessary as a 
test or electoral qualification.

dollurs from each male person resident in 
the Slate, between the ages of twenty-one 
and sixty yeais, (uncivilized American In- 
dians exempted), one half to be applied for 
State, aud one half for county purposes. 


SEO. 8. All persons qualified by law to 


vote for representatives to the General As- 
•embly of the State of Nevada, at the gen- 
eral election held in the year A. D. 1890, 
shall be entitled to vote directly on the 
question of adopting or rejecting this Con- 
stitution without further registration; pro- 
vided, that registration books shall be 


of the land, tho doctrines or teachings of 
any order, organization or association to 
the contrary notwithstanding. So help me 
God." 
The Legislature shall hare power 


to enforce this provision by appropriate 
legislation, and to add other requirement!

It was a country of coal, a very new 
country, geologically speaking, and the 
top soil did not seem to have had time 
to become deepened and enriched by 
vegetable mold. 


Near sundown, as I glanced out of the 


window,'I thought I began to see a 
chango. Presently I was very sure I did. 
It began to appear in the more grassy 
character of the woods. Then I caught 
sight of peculiarly soft and uniform 
grassy patches here and there in the 
open. Then in a few moments more the 
train had fairly shot us into the edge of 
the blue grass region, and the farmer in 
me began to be on the alert.

Beef Tea. 


For my o\vn use I prefer for its flavor 


and quality beef tea made <n the follow- 
ing manner: Take n pound of the round 
of beef or any juicy lean part; cut it in 
small pieces, and putting it in a bowl 
poor over it one pint of cold water. Let 
it stand half an hour or more, as conven- 
ient; then put it in a broad basin, and 
as it begins to heat press the meat with 
the ^ back of a silver or wooden spoon, 
until all the juice ia expressed. If the 
water cooks away add a little from the 
teakettle, so as to have the same quan- 
tity when done. Season it with a little 
salt and pepper, if allowable, and heat 
as needed. I prefer this for use without 
straining.—Cor. Good Housekeeping.
